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Artsmen Victorious, 
Ammendment Vetoed 

The engineers failed on Friday to have their amend- 
ment written into the Students' Society constitution, which 
means that the present representation of Arts and Science 
on the SEC will stand. 

The vote on the amendment was 144 in favour and 135 
against, but since this was not the two-thirds majority 
needed for any constitutional 'change, the amendment failed. 
The engineers immediately demanded a recount, claiming 
that those who counted the vote were mostly students of 
Arts and Science. The motion for a recount passed, but be- 
fore this could be taken, several students left and the quo- 
rum was dissolved. 



The mass exodus camo nftcr 
Marvin Gamcroft nsked the chair- 
man, Jim Hobb, how many mem- 
bers over a quorum v^ero nt the 
meeting. Ttobb said that there 
wcro approximately forty, where- 
upon Gamcroff commented that If 
all tho students of Artu and 
Sclonco wero to leave, tho quorum 
would ho dlssolvod, and no now 
> volo could bo taken. Gnmcrotf's 
advice was taken and several 
left. 

Although a motion for adjourn- 
ment was defeated by thoso still 
'present, Hohb was forced to dc- 
claro tho meeting closed for lack 
of a quorum. 

Debate on the amendment was 
heated, with tho Presidents of 
liutli the Arts nnd Science itml 
tho Knglncerlng Undergraduate 
Societies defending the position 
of their rcspcctlvo faculties. 
Tin; motion was Introduced by 
Marty Collier, tho present Jill- 
giuccrlng representative oî I lie, 
SKC, who nrgucd that tho en- 
gineers wcro entitled to equal 
representation with Arts and 
Science. 

.Argument fur tho amendment 
centred nround .tills themo of 
equnllty, wliilo the point was 
brought forward that if, ns tho 
Engineers insisted, each faculty 
should hnvo one nnd only ono re- 
presentative, thcro wcro several 
that wcro being loft out. The 
School of Social Work, tho Fa- 
culties of Divinity and of Music, 
tho School of Physical and Occu- 
pational Therapy, nnd tho Libra- 
ry School wcro all cited as being 
deprived of equal representation, 
slnco they arc all represented 
through members from other Fa- 
culties.

In the friendly atmosphere 
of the spacious college 100 visitors were able to exchange 
ideas and compare notes with 100 fellow collegians from the 
U of M. 



Society President wns cited by 
tho Engineer in their content- 
ion thnt tho present SEC wns 
unwieldy bemuse of its size. 
For this reason, it was empha- 
sized, the Engineers wcro not 
asking for two representatives. 
They thought thnt their Inter- 
ests could ho adequately re- 
presented by only ono can. 
They thought that tho'snine 
was truo of tho Faculty of Arts 
nnd Science. 

Arguments from *i\rts nnd 
I Science centred around tho alleg- 
ed diversity of tho Faculty, tho 
necessity of having representa- 
tion for Science ns well as Arts, 
and tho fact that thero was no 
good reason for changing the stn- 
tus quo. Ono student began to 
argue that sinco Arts and Sclenco 
is tho only Faculty that proper- 
ly belongs in a university . . . 
sho was stopped from going fur- 
ther by a chorus of objections 
from tho Engineers. 

Tho other argument to tho 
Constitution— that providing for 
tho Women's Union to bo repre- 
sented by the President of the 
MWSAA rather than any member 
of tho Women's Union, was pass- 
ed without discussion and With- 
out recorded voto. In fart; tho 
President of the MWSAA, has 
. been sittlnp on the Council a! 
tho representative of tho Wo- 
men's Union before this amend- 
ment made It automatic.

Tho afternoon began with an 
address by Prof. A.It.M. Lower 
of Queens' University. Mr. Lower 
traced the history of the primary 
and secondary schools, and point- 
ed out tho stages nt which tho 
curriculum was altered to keep up 
with tho changing times. "Slnco 
Latin and Greek were too diffi- 
cult for tho soft feminine mind, 
other subjects had to be substitut- 
ed." 

Ho also spoke on how the con- 
ception of religion evolved from 
a necessary part of every curricu- 
lum to "an attltudo which every 
child must acquire in an Indirect 
way". Mr. Lower expressed his 
belief thnt the schools of today 
wore far from Godless. 

In deploring some aspects of 
today's education system, ho des- 
cribed a modern student as "a 
delicate flower whose petals might 
wilt". Ho told the assembly that 
education must bo based on a 
"clash of mind on r;ind", for 
otherwise it falls lis purpose. 

Mr. L.P. Audet of Laval Uni- 
versity was tho next speaker, and 
while his address was entirely In 
French, It wns nevertheless un- 
derstandable, even to a layman. 
Mr. Audet stressed the Importance 
of tho educational system, ns It 
eventually Is reflected in tho 
character and future of every one 
of its products.

U of Manitoba Students 
Dissatisfied With Council 

Manitoba — (CUP) — One third of the student body 
is satisfied with the University of Manitoba Students Under- 
graduate council a Manitoban student poll disclosed this 
week. Thirty-two percent of the students polled felt that the 
UMSU council was representative of student opinion while) 
55 percent felt it was not. 



Thirty-four percent felt that 
UMSU council was doing enough 
for tho campus. *A limited num- 
ber wcro asked an additional 
question, "Do you think tho UM- 
SU council could bo abolished, it 
tlie sub-committees continued 
working ns they now do." Close 
to SO percent felt that It could 
bo abolished. 

Tho Manitoban received more 
support from tho students in re- 
gard to representing student opin- 
ion, ID percent Indicating that It 
was doing so. Thirty-six percent 
felt It was not doing so, whilo 15 
percent *wero undecided. 

Soma students felt thnt al- 
though tho UMSU council was 
not representative of student op- 
inion, tho fault lay with tho stu- 
dents, more than with their repre- 
sentatives. 

On tho other hand, some of the 
polling personcl were met with 
blank stnrcs when tho word UMSU 
wns presented to a student. They 
did not know what tho Initials 
meant, or what the student gov- 
ernment did or had dono for 
them. ( ,

Mr. Audet treated humorously 
(ho problem of decentralization or 
educational authority in tho prov- 
ince of Quebec, but tho implica- 
tions were serious. He described 
tho complexity of a system in 
which thcro aro a dozen author- 
ities all working Independently In 
their indlvldua' fields. 

The difference of tho currlcu- 
luius In the French nnd English 
universities was also touched up- 
on by Mr. Audet. In closing he 
urged nil thoso present to In- 
terest themselves In the workings 
of education because of tho mark 
It leaves on Canada's youth. 

Tho controversial stago of tho 
afternoon was reached when tho 
visitors and hosU wcro divided 
Into flvo commissions. Tho sub- 
jects under discussion were: 
Should religion b 0 taught In 
schools? Does our educational 
system enable us to meet the 
problems of contemporary socie- 
ty? At what ago should education 
becomo specialized? Docs our 
educational system develop a 
sense of social responsibility? Are 
Classics a necessary .part of tho 
Modern education? 

Tho exchange trip endec with 
coclnlls nnd speeches by i«>pre- 
sentatlves of the two universities. 
Jacques Gaboury, Vice President 
of tho U of M, said, that "A 
meeting such ns this ono Is n 
good way to start a new trend." 
Ho extended his Invitation to tho 
members or McGill to' vl«»t the 
French college as orten as they 
wished, saying that they would 
always bo received hospltubly 
and most willingly. 

Jim Itobb, President of our 
Students' Society then thanked 
tho students of the U of M for 
their hospitality. Ho too, hoped 
that theso visits might becomo 
regular and frequent institutions.

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A Boomerang! 



A newsreel currently showing in Mont- 
real contributes proof, if any is needed, of 
our fickleness regarding the 'ideals' which 
guide 'our way of life' when the expedien- 
cy of the moment calls for their mutation, 
and in so doing has brought into focus the 
grave consequences arising from this. The 
film takes us to the garden .of General- 
issimo Franco and a most touching scene: 
the Spanish dictator, surrounded by flow- 
ers, is shown patting and - photographing 
his cute grandchildren- in a perfect picture 
of familial bliss. 

To see a man in public office engaging 
in such activities is surely not unusual; 
certainly the Spanish people will have view- 
ed many such reels. Yet it lias by no means 
been the practice, in America, to make 
public the more intimate and sympathy- 
evoking facets of the Generalissimo's life, 
even as - the same is true of Malenkov's or 
. was of Hitler's. Clearly, this is the harb- 
,. inger of a series of propaganda moves cal- 
culated to make Franco more palatable to 
the American public now that the United 
States is linked to Spain both economically 
and militarily. And there is little doubt 
but that these moves will succeed in their 
purpose. 

Nevertheless, the important fact that 
such moves are being made is evidence 
enough that more than a few, on this con- 
tinent as well as overseas, are apprehensive 
of this alliance. And this despite the assur- 
ance that Spain is the panacea for western 
European defense. Foreign affairs in this 
...post-war period have certainly made queer 
'"bedfellows! And herein lurks the danger. 

For the expediency of the very moment, 
and with little overall appraisal, the nat- 
ions of the west (and America in parti- 
cular) have allied themselves with men in 
both Europe and Asia who would in those 
very western democracies not be permitted 
to come to office. By so doing they have 
aroused the sincere distrust of millions. 

The latest treaty with the infamous 
Franco, the alliance with Sygman Ilhcc, 
whose notions of democracy are far from 
identical with those embodied in the U.S. 
constitution, the support of Chiang Kai- 
Shek and his corrupt government, are poli- 
tical moves made because of the help they 
provide in the struggle against Commun- 
ism. Yet the facts of tTic cold war demon- 
strate, as might be expected, that these 



policies in reality have the opposite effect. 
The masses of Asia are presently far from 
convinced that American 'democracy' is 
preferable to Russian totalitarianism. The 
large numbers of which the French and 
Italian Communist parties boast cannot be 
accounted for satisfactorily by the persu- 
asiveness and impact of the teachings of 
Marx. Similarly, non-Communists in Euro- 
pe and the Middle East are hedging closer 
and closer in their sympathies to the East 
— not for the love of Ivan but for dislike 
of Uncle Sam. 

It is not the meaningless platitude — 
"democracy cannot use undemocratic meth- 
ods to save itself" — that is being invoked 
here: the desire to survive is understand- 
able to say the least. But the support by 
the west of fascist leaders who are clearly 
opposed to the very freedoms we are fight- 
ing for seems foolhardy, even in the light 
of the menacing global conflict and the 
alleged extra strength which these 'allies' 
will give us. For these leaders are hated 
by the majority of their countrymen and in 
each of their states the masses would need 
little encouragement, to revolt were the 
opportunity to present itself. It is this very 
situation, in which the ruling group sat 
perilously upon a powderkeg, that so great- 
ly helped the Allies in World War II; no 
little of the credit for the defeat of Ger- 
many must be attributed to the partisans 
in each of the occupied countries who were 
ready to die fighting the hated dictators. 
This analogy to the position of the afore- 
mentioned 'friends' of the west is hardly 
far-fetched. 

The American people will soon find Fran- 
cisco Franco to their taste, as Germany 
and Japan have become the western and 
eastern bastions of liberty where barely 
eight year ago they engaged us in fierce 
combat. But many newsreels and much 
stronger persuasion will still be needed be- 
fore the Spanish people will be ready to 
join the camp of the now benign General-' 
issimo. 

Let us beware! In the choice of men to 
place under our wing let us move with 
trepidation. For in marshaling dictators 
for the defense of democracy we arc burl- 
ing a boomerang. This could be our great- 
est enemy.

Possibly the candidates are well advised 
to avoid anything that might be contro- 
versial. For years it has been a common, 
and usually successful practice for the can- 
didates to depend on their friends and the 
friends of their friends to put them into 
office. This is known as getting out the 
vote, and is perhaps the reason that it 
rarely exceeds 50ft. 

This has been an election campaign with- 
out issue. Friday saw a Students' Society 
meeting without business. Surely there are 
issues, and important ones, of concern to 
students of McGill, of Quebec and of the 
whole of Canada. Isn't it time that we stop- 
ped ignoring them? 

Until each candidate for a campus post 
makes it his business to be known by as 
many of the students as possible, until the 
students require this of their candidates, 
and elections are no longer won by cliques 
of personal acquaintances, it seems unlike- 
ly that any interest or vitality will be 
aroused in student government.

Tho last few weeks of football net Ion have convinced more 
nnd more pcoplo tlint predicting tho outcome of games is quite 
hazardous, Who would have expected the McGill Itcdmcii to come 
: up with such nit upset win over the Mustangs? Actually this 
started off a chain reaction in the Mustangs' favor as they wcro 
so fired up for Saturday's Intercollef late filial, that they refused 
to bo stopped, and canto up with a story book finish that won't 
be forgotten for years to come. 

Toronto was caught completely flntfooted nnd to the utter amaze- 
ment of tho 10,000 fans at Varsity Stadium, Hcudorsoii ran for tho 
TO, and brought the bacou homo for tho Mustangs once more. It was 
a great season for tho Mustangs and tho nines. One that saw n 
tremendous upsurge of tho Queen's Gaels, league doormats for so 
many seasons prior to this ono. 

As for McGill, well, It Is n debatable point. A lot more was 
expected of the team than they actually did produce. Why that 
was, is anyone's guess, nitlioiigli "on paper" tho squad looked 
pretty formidable, especially the harkflcld which seemed to rate 
high In the books of ninny. Sure the leant ended with six points, 
a .500 average, In a third place tic with Queen's but the îlt-u 
and -o-H beatings don't compliment any squad. If one stops to 
think, lind we beaten Queen's in the tilt that they came out on 
top by n lit-12 count, wo actually would have ended in a second 
place tic witli Western, and had to play off with tho Mustangs. 
Then again other factors wcro Involved. Take for example the 
Western win two Saturdays ngo. The Hcdmeii were playing heads 
up ball, then what did they liuve to lose? For them it meant 
nothing to lose, ns many had already conceded and, since all the 
pressuro was on tho Western sqund, who were battling for flrst- 
placa In the Intercollegiate league, tho llcdinen wero only too 
willing lo throw a monkey wrench into Métras* title hopes, Well 
they started off on tho right foot by putting up. a tremendous 
• fight nnd winning 10*13, However, If the I ted men were battling 
for second place tie with Western, as would have been (lia case 
hnd they beaten Queen's a few weeks previously, the pressuro 
would have been on and the outcome might have been a lot 
different. Theso Mctrns tennis have a habit of coining through 
when the chips are down — ask Hob Mnsterson. 

Alouettes Eliminated 

Another team bit tho dust this past weekend as tho Montreal 
Alouettes dropped their tilt 22-11 to tho Hamilton Tlger-Cats, who 
had already won tho first gamo 37-12 In Hamilton last Wednesday. 
This gave the Tlger-Cats tho right to advanco to tho Grey Cup 
final this Saturday against tho Winnipeg Blue Bombers, who handily 
disposed of tho Toronto Dalmy Boach squad 24-4. It Is a little strango 
that tho CRU doesn't climlnato this gamo altogether., especially when 
the team involved is a farm team of ono of the Ilig Four Squads. 

Winnipeg reached the Grey Cup gamo with a story book 
finish as well, capitalizing ou a bonchcad Kskimo play, to score'

to Tom Casey. Casey, a fleet back, ran the hnll right down tho 
field for tho winning score.

This Winnipeg win has kopt tho Jinx in tho Western Conference 
Intact. Namely, tho team that wins tho first game, in the best of threo 
playoff, has gone on to lose the next two. Edmonton ran away from 
the rest of the pack during the regular schedule and wero cxpocted 
to bo tho West's Grey Cup représentatives. But, like everything clso 
this season that was a supposedly "sure thing" fell by tho waysldo 
and the old faithful Blue Bombers come EaBt onco ngaln.

. . . Much To Learn 



Hear Sir: 

As a criticism of E. S. Heath's dlntrlbo 
against the "Cadaverous Classics" in last Thurs- 
day's "Ivory Tower" column, may I sugest that 
much of the reasoning employed by Mr. Heath in 
faulty? For exumnlo, he suspects that "tho pro- 
cess of vast memorization tends to dull thought 
rather than to favour it." In all branches of 
study memorization is tho basis of knowledge, 
It would seem, therefore, If Mr. Heath's suspi- 
:lou is well rounded, that nil doctors, engineers, 
historians, lawyers — in fact, all exports In' any 
field — must surely be already addlebralned on 
graduating from University. (Incidentally, 1 wish 
Mr. Heath would sntlsfy my curiosity by iden- 
tifying those mysterious "nonsense syllables", 
termed "cousins of the classics", to which ho al- 
ludes In the same paragraph.) 

j Elsewhere Mr. Heath says, "Tho argument 
(of those who advocate- tho study of tho classl- 
:ul, languages as a means to orderly thinking; 
Is simply thnt complexity in thought. Promotes 
simplicity In thought. The moro complex the 
system, the moro orderly tho mind." This is a 
complete misinterpretation, for wo do not study 
Latin In order thnt we may think In Ciceronian 
prose. In rcnllty the grammatical analysis of such 
faultless verbal architecture, as Cicero's, an.d 
conversely tho synthesis of Latin proso senten- 
ces, nro valuable in that they require logic ac- 
curacy, and close attention. This mental disci- 
pline gives clarity and precision hot only to our 
Ideas, but also to our manner of oxpresalng them. 
It Is no accident thnt many of our foremost 
writers and orators have bsen well trained in 
tho classics. 

Knowledge of the rules of syntax helps us, 
ns well, to write English that Is technically cor- 
rect. A'McGIII professor stated In the press 
Bomo years ngo that In over twenty years of 
teaching he had never failed to find Btudents 



"upon whom tho glimmerings 0 f n comprehen- 
sion of English grnmmar havo dawned through 
tho study of Latin." 

Mr. Henth realizes that tho classical tongues 
havo influenced our own; to bo exnet, moro than 
half our normally used English words nro Creek 
and Latin derivatives. Why, then, does It strlko 
him as "absurd" that tho study of theso lan- 
guages should help to "guess", or, in actual 
fact, to konw, the meanings of many of tho un- 
familiar words wo meet, nnd, in addition, often 
lo grnsp more exactly tho conceptions expressed 
by words already known to us? Recognition of 
derivations also prevents such spelling mistakes 
as . "effect" for "affect", "benlflt" and "beni- 
fklal" for "benefit" nnd "oeneficlal", nil of 
which appear In an nrtlclo (whoso author obvi- 
ously neglected his Latin studies) on tho snmo 
pngoTis Mr. Heath's. 

The translation of Latin Into English pro- 
vides another and unique means of acquainting 
ourselves with our own language, slnco the 
translator must constantly cudgel his brains to 
find tho English expression corresponding to the 
Latin Idiom. This may occur now nnd then in 
dealing with n modern lnngunge, but not conti- 
nually, ns It does with Latin. Even thin Yery 
practical advantngc of reading the classics In Ihft 
original seems to hnvo escaped Mr. Heath, who 
"a good translation'' a better representative of 
"the Creek nnd Komnn contribution to the 
world." 

Mr. Heath notes In conclusion that "Latin 
ind (ircek have historical Influences and culture 
which are worthy of the attention of the spe- 
cialist but of little' value lo anyone else." Such n 
remark needs no comment, except perhaps Gib- 
bon's "I believe that tho classics havo' much 
lo tench, and I know that tho barbarians havo 
much to learn."
